Statements have been received by 
the local banks explaining the un­ 
avoidable delay in the delivery of tile 
Liberty bonds. 
The congestion at 
the Bureau of Engraving and Print­ 
ing at Washington is given as the 
cause for the delay. 
Now’, however, 
the bonds are beginning to arrive ak 
the banks anil the remainder of the 
first Liberty 
Loan bonds 
is 
ex­ 
pected at any time. 
The delay is 
easily understood when the statistics 
are given that more than twenty mil­ 
lion pieces are required to make the 
deliveries of bonds to the first and 
second Liberty Loan subscribers, in­ 
cluding the 4% bonds of 
the first 
loan converted. 
♦ 
The preparation of the bonds lias 
come at a time when the facilities of 
the Bureau of Engraving and Print­ 
ing are heavily taxed because of the 
increased demands of currency, rev­ 
enue stamps, postage stamps, war 
saving certificate stamps and other 
government documents. 
Every effort 
is being made by the government to 
meet the situation and the banks are 
isked to persuade their subscribers 
to continue the exercise of patience 
under the circumstances. 
The Rushville National Bank has 
received and distributed some of tho 
bonds of 
the first issue that 
were 
converted into the 
four per cent 
bonds. 
The Peoples H ank has also 
received a supply of the first Liberty 
Loan bonds. 
The other banks are 
expecting 
the first 
Liberty Loan 
bonds at any time. Persons who sub­ 
scribed to the first loan and took the 
3J per cent 
bonds 
have 
received 
theirs some time ago. 
The principal 
delay has been in those th a t were 
converted into 
the four 
per cent 
bonds. 
When the bonds were „ first being 
made they were distributed as they 
were called for. 
However, the de­ 
mand was so great that the system 
was changed 
abd the cities 
were 
supplied 
alphabetically. 
As R is 
near the end of the alphabet, Rush­ 
ville will probably not 
receive the 
bonds until quite late in comparison 
with other cities. 
As to the 
second Liberty 
Loan, 
they are 
also being 
distributed to 
cities alphabetically. 
The first three 
letters in the alphabet are disposed 
of except as to the $100 bonds and 
seventy-five 
thousand 
pieces 
are 
needed to fill the back orders. 
All 
bonds which wrere paid in full during 
the campaign have been delivered to 
the Federal Reserve bank at Chica­ 
go, government agent for the seventh 
district of which Rushville is a part, 
although they have not reached the 
local banks as yet.

I f, one were asked to choose be­ 
tween starving 
and freezing, 
the 
question as to which hora of the di­ 
lemma to pick out would be hard to 
decide. 
But the Indiana fuel adm in­ 
istration would be interested in the 
choice because during the last two 
weeks, the most convincing evidence 
has developed, showing that there is 
not now and probably will not be at 
any time during the winter, enough 
coal to keep all the homes in Indiana 
heated in comfort and fit the same 
(time keep 
all 
the 
m anufacturing 
plants in the state running a t cap ­ 
acity. 
* 
W hen m anufacturing plants begin 
to close down, and several already 
have closed, the weekly pay chectk 
fails to show up and when the week­ 
ly pay cheek fail to show up there is 
apt to be the 
keenest distress in 
thousands of families. 
We 
have 
seen the results of such a thing here 


with two factories closed down for 
two weeks already. 
LA frank statem ent of the fuel sit­ 
uation, therefore, shows but three 
lines of action; Indiana homes may 
continue to have their norm al sup­ 
ply of coal and thereby force many 
industries to close down; industries 
m ay be kept running, thereby fo rc ­ 
ing m any families to inconveniences; 
both home and industrial consump­ 
tion of coal may be reduced to the 
minimum of bare necessities and the 
maximum use be made of wood as 
fuel, and while both the homes and 
tilt' factories m ay 
be 
tem porarily 
em barrassed, there will be no actual 
suffering. 
One of these three courses of a c ­ 
tion must be 
followed, 
and Evans 
Woollen, federal fuel adm inistrator 
for Indiana, is makng the most e a rn ­ 
est plea for the third line o f action. 
W hether or not the factories of the 
state can be kept running and th ere­ 
by maintain tile flow of money into 
thousands of homes where the loss 
of one week s pay would be a calam ­ 
ity, depends upon the eo-operation 
of the general public in conservation 
of coal. 
If persons continue to heat 
seven rooms 
when five 
will 
meet 
their needs, if 
churches insist 
on 
keeping open house as they would in 
norm al times, if 
factories fail 
to 
make the most determined effort to 
get the maximum service out of the 
minimum of coal, if schools do not 
conserve the fuel supply and places 
of amusement fail to observe the 
most rigid economies, and, finally, 
if the farm ers throughout the state 
do not cease their demand for coal 
and go to lmrniing wood, thcte is 
bound to be the Keenest hardships 
before the winter is over. 
This is 
certain. There is no way to avoid it. 


The one source of helpful econo­ 
m y lies in the return to 
wood for 
fuel in all districts where wood is 
available. 
The farm er who can burn 
j wood and who, at this time, drives 
i to town 
fo r coal, 
unintentionally 
j perhaps, is doing the entire country 
an injury. 
Not only should fan n ers 
nim wood, but they should cut a 
surplus and sell it in the 
nearest 
town. 
In several Indiana counties 
the 
citizens, under the leadership of the 
county fuel adm inistration, are o r­ 
ganizing companies to handle -wood. 
There is profit in this activity and at 
the same time if is a patriotic under­ 
taking 'which very directly helps out 
the entire state. 
The fuel adm inis­ 
tration says that 
if Indiana 
will 
double its use of wood as fuel there 
will he enough coal saved to enable 
the state to get by the winter with­ 
out general interruption to business,
